His widow IB here uiider arrest and her 
attornoys have sent a telegram to 0. H. 
Blivunb, 1407 East Van Ness avenue, 
San Francisco, which read: 


"My husband, Bill Dalton, is dead; 


come at once. I want his rumauiB sent 
home. (Signed) 
JENNIE DALTON." 


Dalton was, traced to a rancli near 


Elk, and when a posse of deputy mar- 
shals surrounded the house he jumped 
through the window and started to run. 
Hart shot him dead. 


The body was brought here. Dai- 


ton's wile, who beeaine hysterical and 
almost succumbed to the shock, finally 
claimed the body. 


Hart had been close utter Dalton 


since the Long • View bank robbery. 
There waa a reward of several thousand 
dollars on Dal ton's head. The officer 
who killed him baa wired to Long View 
that he has positive proof that it is Hill 
Dalton who was killed and that he com- 
mitted the robbery.

Mrs. Dalton says she was born in 


Merced county, Cal., where she mar- 
ried JMton in 1884. Her maiden name 
was Nellie Van Ness. They came to the 
territory in 1891 and have two children. 
Mrs Dalton is 27 years old and her hus- 
band was 29. She ia well educated and 
appears to be very intelligent.

The fruit crop prospects in the dis- 


tricts wiet of the Rocky mountains are 
of great interest to the California grower. 
The unusual weather has done eoine 
damage to the California fruit, but there 
will be a good average crop, notwith- 
standing. Whether the prices for our 
fruits shall bo high or low depends to a 
great extent upon the crops in the east- 
ern districts, hence our interest in the 
outlook there. 
The United States department of ag- 


riculture has recently issued a bulletin 
giving an exhaustive review of the sit- 
uation throughout tho country. From 
advices received up to May 1st it is con- 
cluded that, except in Florida, where a 
full crop is expected, and lower Missis- 
sippi and Texas, where the indications 
favor a partial crop, there will be but 
few peaches in the commercial orchards 
of the United States lying east of the 
Itoeky mountains and south of Pennsyl- 
vania". Within this region also early 
blooming plums, pears, etc., are badly 
damaged, as are grapes, though the 
vines of the last named fruit are show- 
ing blossoms on new shoots from two 
and three-year-old wood, so that a par- 
tial crop of late' dusters may be ex- 
pected. 
North of the southern boundary of 


Pennsylvania less damage was done.aml 
tlie outlook for peaches is good in the 
larger portion of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, northern Ohio, western Michi- 
gan and the Hudson river district in 
Sew York. In western New York and 
;he Connecticut valley the percentage of 
live peach buds w small, but with favor- 
able weather a partial crop may be ex- 
pected. Other fruits thau the peach 
are little damaged north of the latitude 
of Philadelphia, and there is a good 
prospect for fair crops. 
Previous to the last week of March 


the prospect was good for a full crop of 
most fruits except in tho middle and 
lower Mississippi valley states, includ- 
ing Kansas und Ohio, where peaches, 
early blooming pears and plums, and 
some email fruiis had been badly in- 
jured by low temperature in January, 
following u period of unseasonably warm 
weather. In New York and Connec- 
ticut also severe cold in January and 
February hud killed CO to 75 per cunt of
